ELECTRIC POWER PLANT TO COST $23,000,000 PLANNED NEAR ADAMS MILLS 
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CONSTRUCTION OF A COLOSSAL 


POWER PLANT IN HOT OF 


ADAMS HILLS SEEMS ASSURED 


Combination Of Interests, Including Ohio Serv- 


ice Company, Plans To Furnish Power For 
Eastern And Northern Ohio Cities—Esti- 
mated Cost Is $23,000*000 


Construction of an immense power plant near Adams 


Mills at an estimated cost of $23,000,000 by a combination 
of interests, including the Ohio Service Company, is now 
practically tssured altho the proposition has not yet as- 
sumed definite form and the exact location has not been 
determined. 
• 


It is stated on excellent authority that about 7000 acres 


on the, southern border of Coshocton-co have been nego- 
tiated'for but it is doubtful whether construction of the 
huge plant will be started before next year and plant may 
not be completed before five years. 


The ultimate intention is to furnish power for cities in 


the eastern and northern sections of Ohio, including rub- 
ber industries at Akron. The unsettled financial- condi- 
tion of the country is at present holding up completion of 
the plans. 


Yor several months reports have 


been afloat concerning the big enter- 
prise but nothing definite could 
be 


• learned- and even now the proposition 
is In a somewhat 
embryonic stage, 


altho the preliminary steps have been 
takca and there is every assurance 
that as soon as the financial end of 
it has been worked out, construction 
will start. 


To give ap idea of the immensity 


of the proposition, it is said that the 
plant would consume about 1800 tons 
of coal per day r.iid would mean the 
establishment of two villages in the 
Adams Mills vicinity. 
High tension 


lines would be run to Akron and other 
'cities and power would be generated 


on an enormous scale. 


A report that the Wheeling & Lake 


Erie railroad had purchased a site of 
2000 acres in the Conesville vicinity 
upon which to construct a powfr plant 
to carry out its reported plan of elec- 
trifying of its lines seems to be with- 
out foundation. The report seems to 
have been the outgrowth of the prep- 
arations for the construction of the 
power plant in the Adams Mills vicln-1 
ity and it is reliably stated that the ] 
Wheeling & Lake Brie company has 
nothing to do with it.

This represents a gain of 12.95 per cent since 1910.

a. m. by The Tribune and Times-Age from the census 
bureau at Washington over the International News 
Service leased wire.

The population of Coshocton in 1910 was 9603 ac- 


cording to the government count. JThe gain within 
the last 10 years has been 1244. 


In 1900 the population of Coshoctdn was 6473. The 


gain during the decade between 1900 and 1910 was 
3130, or about 48.35 per cent. 


While the official preliminary report Is a source of disappointment to 


many of the residents of the city who had anticipated a population re- 
port approximating 12,000, upon reflection and comparison with other 
cities of the state similarly situated Coshocton has every reason to be 
proud of the steady, healthy growth enjoyed while many municipalities 
were slumping or practically remaining stationary. 


The steady pull of the larger industrial centers such as Akron and 


Canton, Cleveland and Detroit, has been detrimental almost to the point 
of danger to the growth or existence of smaller cities within the reach 
of their industrial magnetism for labor. Literally hundreds have gone 
from Coshocton w.ithin the past 10 years, lured by higher wages, and for- 
getful or at least unmindful of the higher living costs that always ao- 
company a higher wage level. 


The places of these hundreds of emigrating Coshoctonians have been 


filled to a marked degree by infiltration from the farming districts of 
the county, and it vylll not be surprising if the census figures for the 
county show a material falling off in the rural population — a condltloq 
which is In varying dtgrees almost universal and is occasioning econo- 
mists no little concern.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 26.—Suffrage for women be- 


came an actuality today when Secretary of State Colby 
signed a proclamation of the nineteenth amendment /to the 
constitution. 


The proclamation of the amendment giving the vote to 


women followed the receipt of the certificate of the ratifi- 
cation of the amendment by the Tennessee legislature, and 
brot to a conclusion one of the longest and most bitter leg- 
islative fights of the United States. 
Secretary Colby ar- 


rived at the state department shortly before 10:00 o'clock 
this morning and announced that he had signed the suf- 
frage proclamation at 8:00 o'clock this morning at his 
home. 


A large delegation of suffragists were waiting at the sec- 


retary's office for his arrival this morning. He notified 
them the proclamation had been signed at 8:00 o'clock 
this morning and had turned it over to Fred Neilson of the 
state department for examination. 


Solicitor Neilson returned the certificate and the procla- 


mation early and at 800 a. m. in the presence of Solicitor 
Neilson and Charles Cook, of the diplomatic bureau of the 
state department, the proclamation had been signed. Sec- 
retary Colby says he had promised to sign the proclama- 
tion as soon after receipt as he could have it at his home or 
office.

One of the most Interesting and 


ttnlque reunions of the summer "was 
the centennial anniversary 
of 
the 


coming of the Boyd family to America, 
held on the Boyd farm in White Eyes 
township, Wednesday, August 25, with 
OTer two hundred people present, one 
hundred and eleven of whom were 
blood descendants of the original fam- 
ily.The deed to the farm on which the 
celebration was held is .dated 1820, 
and signed by President James Mon- 
roe. It has been held In direct line of 
descendants ever since, and at present 
|« owned by Everett E. Boyd, 
the 


youngest son of Robert R. Boyd and 
Mary Anne Johnson Boyd. 


All branches of the original family 


were present. 


A program had been arranged which 


was very cleverly carried out. Rev. 
M. B. Mead, who had married a great 
many members of the family made 
the 
opening 
prayer. 
Impromptu 


tpeeches were made by Dr. C. McG. 
Chapman of Deer Creek,' 111., William 
Boyd, of Marlon, Iowa, Wesley Boyd 
Lawrence, Athens, O., D. D. Boyd gave 
an interesting sketch, "Whe's Who," 
in which he called up several descend- 


ents from each of the five original 
brothers. 


The most unique pait of the program 


was the showing of the living photo- 
graph album, which contained pictures 
of a great many of the ancestors, in- 
cluding the great-greatgrandfather, Al- 
berc Boyd ,the oldest son and wire, 
Robert Boyd and Jane Ramsey Boyd, 
a family picture which included the 
father and mother and six children. 
Fourteen pictures were shown, the last 
one of which pjbrtrayed the seven gen- 
erations in America. 
In this, four of 


the generations were present at the 
anniversary, and took their places in 
the picture. 
The costumes were all 


old fashioned and in many cases the 
gowns had been the wedding dresses 
of some member of the family, and the 
high silk men's hats had been worn 
years before. 


A great many relics belonging to 


the original family were shown. The 
curtains which 
shut 
off the 
im- 


provised stage were woven by Daniel 
Boyd, the oldest son of Robert Boyd, 
who had been the first to come to 
America, arriving one year before his 
father, and who learned the weavers 
trade in Steubenville. There wore two 
pairs of glasses, one with a silver, the 
other with an iron frame, which had 
been brot from Ireland with the fam- 
ily in 1820. The bpard of one of the

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The Russian Defeat 


T 


HE decisiveness of the Russian defeat seems now no longer 


questionable. The sole hope of the Soviet arms is in the 


south, and even there it is slender. Seventy-five thousand Rus- 
sian prisoners are declared to have passed rearward already, 
and it is inevitable that this large total will be increased. 


The news of Polish victory is good news. 
It restores 


equilibrium to what seemed a hopeless situation. Polish im- 
perialism was at first a threat; later the amazing counter- 
offensive of the Bolshevist troops suggested the subordination 
of Poland and the pushing westward of a type of government 
more autocratic in practice than the capitalistic systems which 
it seeks to supplant. 
. 
Neither of these two posssibilities was welcome. Imperial 


Poland was popular nowhere save in Poland and possibly in 
France. 
Soviet Poland was even less desired. Fortunately, 


the attitude of Russia left room for encouragement, but it was 
not entirely reassuring, and Polish dispatches from Minsk say 
that Lenin'placaled Lloyd George with one set of terms while 
his envoys presented different and more severe proposals to the 
representatives from Warsaw. 


The definite success of the Polish armies \vas the one pos- 


sible event capable of insuring a satisfactory peace. II may 
not bring that peace, but it gives an opportunity both to Poland 
and to Russia. The Polish envoys may justly ask for terms 
which will leave their nation independent. The Soviet envoys 
will be in a mood to grant them. On the other hand, Poland 
yhas had her march to Kiev, and will hesitate to try another in- 
vasion of Russia, Indeed, she is powerless to harm Russia in any 
vital way. She has not the men and resources for more than 
defensive warfare, and she is tired of fighting 


Russia is tired, too. If the swing of the pendulum Irom 


Polish arrogance to Russian arrogance and back again cannot 
at last be stayed, there is little hope of peace m eastern Europe. 
But the folly of both nations in demanding unreasonable terms 
has been sufficiently punished, so that a settlement seems prob- 
able at last.
